No improvement in Any of 
the Fever-Stricken 
Communities. 


The People of New Orleans Gloom - 
ily Accept the In- 
evitable. 


Over One Thousand Victims 
Gathered In There by 
the Plague. 
Incidents of the Fearful Vis- 
itation at Grenada, 
Miss, 


Only Three Persons Out of the Whole 
Population Escape the 
Disease, 


Memphis Complains of a Lack 
of Grave-Diggers and 
Coffin-Makers. 


The Terrible Fever Has Taken 
Full Possession of Port 
Gibson, Miss. 


Panic at Hickman, Tenn., Caused by 
the Appearance of the 
Disease. 


NEW ORLEANS. 
PERMEATING NEW LOCALITIES. 
Special Dispaich to The Tribune, 

New Orveans, Sept. 2.—The death rate was 
the same as yesterday, eighty-eight. The dis- 
ease has crept down into and permeated the 
lower sections of the city, the old French and 
Spanish quarter, which were hitherto exempt 
or lightly touched in former epidemics. The 
disease is prostrating whole ‘colored fam- 
ities. None appear exempt. Eren the 
word acclimation seems a misnomer, since 
scores have died who had the fever in former 
years and have never left the city since. Stilt 
the disease, considering the number of those 
taken sick, is of a mild type. The best opinion 
among Howard doctors is, that only 7 to 8 per 
cent are fatal. The same authority declares 
that only about 10 per cent of the cases have 
been reported, owing to the loose manner in 
which the Board of Health has conducted busi- 
ness. This would indicate that 

AT LEAST TWENTY THOUSAND PEOPLE 
have or have had the fever this seasou so far. 

There seems to be no more panic. The 
people have settled down to the full realization 
of the dreadful state of affairs. None are sure 
of escaping. . Zeveral benevolent societies ere 
at work auxiliary to the Howards and Chris- 
tians, or independent. The distress and desti- 
tution, which are enormous, are promptly met. 
The Peabodys haye issued rations so far to 
1.300 families, but their means will soon be ex- 
hausted. 

The Collector ot the Port and Collector of 
Interval Revenue united ina dispatch to the 
Secretary of War urging no delay in issuing 
rations to the veedy. It is estimated that the 
Peabodys will have 25,000 to 30,000 people to 
feed. 

GENEROUS CONTRIBUTIONS 
have come from New York, Indianapolis, and 
other Northera cities, besides what New Orleans 
merchants have given, but all this will be ex- 
hausted in a week if great efforts are not made. 

The street in front of the offices of the 
Howards aud Christians are choked up, with ap- 
plicants. 

THE TOLLING BELL. 
Speciat Disnatch to The Tribune. 

New ORLEANS, Sept. 2.—Great complaint is 
made on account of the persistency of the 
Catholic churches in tolling the bells at 
funeral. The bell of St. Patrick’s Church, on 
Camp street, inthe centre ot a badly-infected 
district, repeatedly toiied yesterday and to-day, 
greatly to the discomfort and danger of the 
sick on whom the gloomy sound produces a bad 
elfect. The press have called attention to the 
nuisance, but as yet without effect. 

To-day every hearse in the city was in active 
requisition, and the spectacle was presented of 
friends coiug out with a coffin in a wagon. 

MORTALITY AMONG CHILDREN. 
To the Nestern Associated Press. 

New ORLEANS, Sept. 2.— Weather clear and 
warm. Deaths vesterday include twenty chil- 
dren under 7 years, to-day nineteen. 

Later the weather was cloudy and threaten- 
ing.

In company with J. F. Heber. thé operator who 
went there to take the brave Bill Redding's place, 
end Dr. Fountain, of New Orleans, | visited the 
sick, dying, and convalescent.

Marshall. whe had lost her husband and 
three children by the dire disease She was found 
tying on her bed, compietely exhausted in physical 
and mental strength. The sight of this poor 
woman lying im her ved, moaning piteously for 
husband and children all dead ina week's time, 
brought tears to the eyes ot her three visitors. 
The telegraph message came from absent friends, 
and breathed words of sympathy, love, and en- 
couragement. She thanked the telegrapher, and 
in response to the question. Can 1 do anything 
for you, Mre. Marshall said: No. oat God 
bless you for your kindness. Only God can help 
me pow “ Opposite Mrs. Marshall lay 

TOM MARSHALL, 
the telegraph operator, who was a brother-in-law 
to Mrs. Marenall. He was found lymz at the 
point of death. Three of his children had died 
within the last ten days, and now he was almost 
gone. On another bed lay his wife and little ones. 
They are alive, you see. she said, *‘ and, God 
willing, will soon be well again. I have nursed 
them for the past seventeen days. In that 
time I have never taken off my clothing or gone 
to sleep. Mr. Heber was surprised at hearing 
of the death of his neighbors’ children, and said 
that he did not know anything about tue terrible 
havoc which the plague had committed in all points 
surrounding here. Meeting Mr. D. M. Bishop, 
an estimable citizen of Grenada, in response to the 
inquiry. What good news’ heresponded: ‘* No 
good news to-day Then, breaking down, his 
eyes filling with tears, he said: I'm all alone in 
the world now. In six days the terrible scourge 
has deprived me of 
‘ MY WIFE AND SIX CHILDREN.” 

In a house near Mr Bishop's lay an aged couple, 
beth lying in one bed sick with the fever, while in 
an adjoining room lay their son, also prostrated. 
Whole families have been wiped out of existence, 
and only three of the original inhabitants are left 
in the town who have not been stricken with the 
fever. They are Samuel Heber, EK. J. Armsted. 
the Southern Express agent. and a boy waiter at 
the Chamberlain House. The houses on all sides 
are closed, barred, apd locked, except those con- 
taining the sick, dying, and comvalescept. No pen 
can paint the grim, dark, deserted, and desolate 
gioom which hangs over this once beautiful city. 
At the brenking out of the fever there the citizens 
fled the town in swarms, 

ONLY 240 WHITES REMAINING. 
Of thie number 256 were prostrated with the fe- 
ver. To-day 130 lie in their graves, seventy are 
pronounced convalescent, and, with good treat- 
ment and weather, may recover, while the re- 
maining thirty are in a dying condition. Seventy- 
seven negroes and unknown whites were also pros- 
trated with the fever. Thirty-nine of thie num 
ber have proved fatal, while the majority of the 
remainder are in a disabled and dying condition.

These wishes being made 
known to J. W. Hunsaker, he at once consented 
to go, and left on the evening train on a few 
minutes’ notice, greatly obligiug the Howards. 

FEARFUL TIMES. 
Dispatch io New York Ileraid. 

GRENADA, Miss., Aug. 31.—The fever has got 
so bad here that the Post-Office has been closed 
for several days. The Retief Commitcee ran it 
for some days, but now they have become sick 
and have disbanded. There is no mail deliver- 
ed. The negroes are so lazy they will not work, 
but haug around the commissary rooms, and do 
not miss the opport — to reccive every ration 
they can, whether they have had tneir share or 
not. The physicians have had actually to send 
to New Orleans for gravediggers. 

Tue Howard Association here now its repre- 
sented by Mr. D. W. Coan, of Memphis; T. J. 
Brogan and Dr. Warren Stone, of New Orleaus. 
They have entire charge of the towa. Mr. Coan 
and Mr. Brogan attend to the business and Dr. 
Stone to the medical matters, For many days 
the Howard representatives have had great 
trouble in making the local undertakers bury 
the dead prumptiy. Many victims have been 
left exposed for hours in the graveyards, the 
undertakers refusing to dig the graves except 
as suited their own convenience. The Howard 
men insisted that ali bodies should be interred 
at once to prevent the spread of the disease. 

This morning the lifeless body of a negress 
was found lying in ove of the houses almost to- 
tally decomposed, sending forth a sickly and 
deadly odor. The Howards informed the local 
undertakers of this fact, but they refused then 
to bury the corpse. The Howards, to facilitate 
matters, sent « man up-town with orders to 
seize the first horse and wagon he came across 
and use it as a hearse. The man obeyed orders, 
but he bad only reached the Chamberlain House 
with the team when he was surrounded by the 
local men. who handled the Howard delegate 
rather roughly, as well as regaining possession 
of their team. Mr. Coan said that he was 
disgusted with the way these local men 
bad been doling business. He was per 
fectly willing and li to have the 
local undertakers do the work, but he 
wanted it done well and promptly. II dead 
bodies were — jp in the sun, the odors arisi 
therefrom would only aggravate the spread o 
the disease,—the very thing all the 
were trying to avoid.

Frtract of a Letter a Stster of St. Mary. 

Lou cannot imagine the utter desolation of 
the city to-night. They saythere is nothing 
before Memphis but the fate of Grenada, mul- 
tiplied in horror by the numbers who cannot 
get away. I sent to toe Howards to-night for a 
negro woman to help Sister Theclain the care 
or our sick persons. The answer was, 
„Twelve applications unanswered before 
yours.” We found three persons to-day (two 
jever cases-—-one a woman) alone in houses 
without any attendant whatever. I have 
spent my day in doing what 1 could for five 

eat once, with. one visit from the doc- 
tor, and a positive refusal from the negroes 
to enter the rooms “for any money.” Yes- 
terday morning I was called at 5 to 
go to one of the Church Home managers 
whose husband had just died in his office at the 
railroad depot. 1 found her, without a person 
but the officials, who were utterly at a loss what 
to do with ber, in the outer office, while the 
body lay in the inner room. Lou cannot im- 
azine how dreadful the contrast was between 
the signs of business, the scattered keys and 
tickets all around, and the hurry and roughness 
of that burial. They meant to be kind, but 
every moment's delay was periling their lives, 
and they would not even wait till | could send 
for Mr. Harris. who was out of the immediate 
city with adying man.

he is to be sent at once to the City or Quaran- 
tine Hospital, according to the character or 
stage of the disease. These physicians are to 
consuls with Dr. Robinson, of the 
City Dispensary, in all doubtful cases, 
and will be supplied with the latest approved 
mcans to disintect and fumigate premises which 
have been occupied by persons§ who it may be 
thoaght best or safest to send to quarantine. 
The latter hospital is on the river bank, twelve 
miles below the city, capable of accommodating 
600 patients, nd is the best- appointed 
buildings of the kind in the country. Patieuts

disease, will be infinitely better off there than 
at hotels or boarding-houses.

The Austrians Committing Ex- 
cesses in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina.

THE EAST. 
AUSTRIAN EXCESSES IN BOSNIA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 2.—Aceording to 
authentic information direct from Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, the Austrians are acting with 
great energy, but, at the same time, with mod - 
eration and perfect disciplive. Nevertheless, 
reports are circulated that the army of occupa- 
tion has been guilty of many excesses and 
eruelties. These accusations bear a singular 
resewbilance to the charges brought against the 
Russian army in Bulgaria and Roumelia. 

THE RHODOPE COMMISSION. 

This explains, perhaps, the change which re- 
cently occurred in the attitude of the Austrians 
in the Rhodope Commission. Until a few days 
ago the Austrian delegate gave his active co- 
operation in the preparation of the report, but 
now, to the surprise of his colleagues, he seems 
indisposed to sign the document. Gen, Todleben, 
Gen. Prince Doudoukoff-Korsakoff, and ot her 
leading Kussian officials, say the investiga- 
tion was evidently made in a biased spirit, and 
the Commission, instead of studying seriously 
the question of how the refugees might be 
temporarily assisted and ultimately re-estab- 
iished in their homes, occupied itself almost ex- 
clusively with collecting ex-parte statemeuts 
for an indictment against the Russian army. 
They declare that the dignity and self-respect 
of the army and Government prevent them 
from giving serious attention to such traus- 
parent calumnies. 

RUSSIAN MINISTERIAL CHANGES. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Sept. 2.—Several newspa- 
pers mention that Count Schouvaloff is about 
to be appointed Chief of the new Ministry of 
Police, including the whole gens a’armerie and 
police administration; that Prince Orloff will 
succeed Schouvaloff as Ambassador at London; 
that M. Novkoff, Ambassador at Vienna, will 
go to Paris: and that Prince D’Oupreil, Am- 
bassador at Berlin, will go to Vieuua. 

TREBINJE.

News’ special from Rio Grande City says 
that yesterday an edict went into effect abolish- 
ing the Zona Libra except as to Matamoras and 
New Laredo, and prohibiting commercial inter- 
course at other points. The people on the Mex- 
ican side are much exasperated, especially at 
Camarga and Mier, and bave sent a violent and 
threateuing protest to the Central Government.

The habeas-corpus case of Albert Suydam was 
heard yesterday by Judge MeAilister, and ne 
was discharged. Suydam, it wili be remem- 
bered, was held over to the Criminal Court oua 
charge of per jurv, in swearing in a replevin case 
that his mistress was his wife. He claimed that 
that tissue was entirely irrelevant to the issue in 
the case, and could not be made tue basis of an 
indictment for perjury. 

Judge McAllister held it was the statute and 
arule of the common law that perjury could 
only be assicned upon a false statement mate- 
rial to the issue. or some point in issue. The 
case in which Suydam swore was a replevin suit 
brought by him to recover certain goods 
and chattels. The points in issue 
were the ownership of the goods, the lawful 
detention and value of the goods or of their 
use. It was in no respect material to any of 
those points whether the woman he had been 
living with was his wife or not. But the prose- 
eution claimed it was material to his credibility 
as a witness if be was living in an open state of 
adultery. The Court held the witness could 
not have been compelicd to answer: first, be- 
cause his credibility could not be affected in 
that way; and second, because he was privileged 
from eriminating himself. The evidence was, 
therefore, not material as affecting his cred- 
ibility. As no conviction could be had, it was 
the duty of the Court to discharge hin. 

Suydam’s liverty,.bowever, was of verv short 
@uration, for a choice selection of coustables 
from nearly all the Justices’ offices were pres- 
ent, and he was soon proceeding om a lively trot

The annual meeting of the County Board was 
held yesterday afternoon, all of the members 
present. 

A communication from the Warden of the 
Tlospital was submitted setting forth that the 
foundation of the bake-oven had settled so that 
it could pot be used, and recommending that 
the county hereafter buy the bread needed, 
instead of continulug to manufacture it. 

Mr. Wheeler moved that the communication be 
referred to the Hospital Committee, with power 
to act. 

Mr. Spofford spoke on the sudject, 
not very clear as to what he wante:l. 

Mr. Bradiey wanted the matter referred to 
the Committce on Public Buildings and Public 
Service, and the motion prevail ed. 

THE COCRT-HOUSE. 

A communication was read from the 
tect of the city’s half of the @ourt-t! ouse 
ing on the Board to take some 
action in the matter of the rotunda. Kefcrred. 

A communication was read from Architecz 
Egan setting forth that the contractors on the 
Court-House bad faiied to provide the neces- 
sary derricks, etc., for the prosecation of the 
Court-liouse work, and recommending that tue 
joints in the cranite work be calked at once. 

Mr. Bradley hoped that the Architect would 
be instructed te supply the derricks at once, 
and that the county would not alloy the con- 
tractors any further payments unul the neces- 
sary machinery had been supplied. The Board 
was to blame in the whole matter, and uniecss it 
took a pusitive position he hopea to see such 
members of the Board as persisted in screening 
the contractors indicted for criminal careless- 
ness. 

Mr. Burling was in favor of withholding all 
estimates in fayor of the several contractors 
until the derricks bad been supplied. He un- 
derstoud that Walker was erecting one derrick, 
but this was not enough, inas much as two der- 
ricks had been ordered. 

Mr. Fitzgerald wanted the whole matter re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Pudlic Service, but Mr. Bradley objected, 
ov the ground that the Committee had had the 
same matter andcr consideration for some time 
and bad done nothipg. He wanted the con- 
tractors forced to live up to their agreements, 
but it was all to no avail, tor the motion finally 
prevailed by a vote of 9 to 6. 

An estimate in favor of T. J. Sexton for 
$10,399, for work on the Court-House, was sub- 
mitted and reierred. 

COMMUNICATIONS AND BLLL&. 

A communication was read from Recorder 
Brockway, askiog the Board to fix the pay of 
„extra“ emplo.es ordered. Referred to Fi- 
nance Committee. 

A large number of bills were read and re- 
ferred. Among the bills was ove for $4,649.75 
for dieting prisoners in tue jail for the last 
quarter. 

The experts“ appointed to pass upon the 
patent smoke-burner used in the County Build- 
ing reported that they bad found the burners 
all they had been claimed to be, etc., that the 
machine consumed the smoke, and also saved 
considerable in the consumption of coal. Mr. 
Wheeler said he had atways been satisfied that 
the gentieman putting in the machinery, Mr. 
Magiunis, was entitled to his pay, and moved 
the aliowance of his bill. 8800. 

Some further discussion followed, and the 
motion was concwred in by a vote of 11 to 3. 
Those voting in the negative were Mesars. 
Ayars, Boese, and Senne. 

SHERRIF’S DEPUTIES. 

The old ſigut on fixing the salary of several of 
the Sheril’s * 1 was renewed, resulting in 
reinstating the Jaller’s salary at $2,400 per var. 
and the new Deputies at $2,C00, by a vote of 8 
to 7. 

Tne Committee on Judiciery re ported in the 
matter of the claim of P. J. Sexton to $3 per 
thousand “‘extra’’ for brick-work on the Court- 
House. The Committee sub tted with its re- 
port an opinion from the County Attorney 
touching the subject, in which it was set forth 
that it was in the power of the Board to cut off 
the extra allowance at its pleasure. The 
whole matter was referred to the Committee on 
Public Buildings ana Public Service, in acecord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee. 

On motion the rules were suspended, and the 
disputed pay of the Sherili’s Deputies tor the 
past several months Was aliowed. 

COUNTY FINANCES. 

Mr. Senne submitted a lengthy statement, 
setting forth the expenditures of the county the 
last quarter as compared with a vear ago. The 
statement showed a saving in the expenditures 
on the part of many of the conimittees, and a 
reckless extravagance on the part of the other 
committees, but conveyed no idea of the real 
condition of the county’s finances as compared 
with what they were a year ago, or what they 
are at present. 

Attached to the statement was a series of 
whereases reviewing the defects in the statutes 
in the matter of maknig assessments and col- 
lecting taxes, and the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Judiciary be 
directed to consult the County Attorney, as also the 
‘Treasurer and County Clerk, m revard to the feasi- 
bility of changing the time of assessing property 
from the lst day of May to the lst day of January. 
und have the time for returning Assessors’ books 
and everything pertaining thereto so chanved that 
the Collectors’ books can go into the hands of the 
Collector the lst day of September, the commence- 
ment of the fiscal year, instead of Janusry fol- 
lowing, us ie the case al present, and make taxes 
payable the vear in which they are assessed, and 
made it an inducement for people to pay their taxes, 
either by adding 1 percent per month from anu after 
the lstday of January until paid, or by allowing 
a discount on all taxes paid promptly when due. 
the same people will doin many business trans- 
actions, and if, upon due consideration, such 
change of time shall be deemed practicaodle, the 
Committee. with the assistance of the County At- 
torney, ie hereby directed to ‘prepare a Mil with 
euch provisions embodied as will secure the coliec- 
tion of taxes msuch time asthe money will be 
needed, so that county orders can be paid on pro- 
sentation to the Treasurer at any time, instead of 
having them remain unpaid fur six months or 
over. and see that such bill is brought before the 
Legislature, when conveuecd at Springfield. and 
use all honorable Mcans to secure the passage of 
the same. 

Beside this was a whereas and resolution re- 
viewing the fact that the statutes required that 
the County Board should present annually a 
statement of its expenditures, which be desired 
to cali attention to, especially from the fact that 
the assessments this year were lower than 
former vears, and from the furtber fact that the 
tax pavers would either have to vote the ts- 
suance of bonds or have the work ou the Court- 
House stop.

THE CLARK CASE. 


Close and Haley Discharged. 

The continued case of George Close and Michael 
Haley, arrested on suspicion of being accessory 
to the murder of A. B. Clerk, of LaQranve. was 
called in Justice Haines’ Court at 10 o'cioek yee. 
terday Morning by Justice Merch, who was acting 
in place of Haines, absent on avacation. De- 
tective Woods, of Turtles Agency. was on 
hand with the prisoners, and Dan Munn 
was there for the people. The latter 
said his side was ready to go on with the case, but 
the defense protested that they were not quite 
ready; they wished to get another witness from 
La Grange, and requested another continnauce, 
which was granted until 2 o'clock, at Justice 
Meech’'s office. 

At the appointed hour the little court-room was 
well filled. There were present a number of peo- 
ple from La Grange, including Mr. Thorp, fore- 
man of the Coroner's jury; D. B. Lyman. Nick 
Lieber. Ernst Prener, the old German. Benson, 
and his wile, of Kiverside, and several others who 
were interested in the Case. 

Dan Munn appeared fer the people and O'Brien 
and Ketteil for the defense. 

THE PROSECTTION, 

D. B. Lyman was the firxt witness «worn, and he 
testified to the fact of seeing the murdered man 
after the shooting, and to his acquaintance with 
ageceased before bie death. He saw Close and 
Haley on tbe morning of the Iain, the day on 
whicn the murder was committed, at about 7 
o'clock, standing on the porch of Lieber’s saloon 
at West Lyons, 

Detective A. B. Woods. of Turtles Agency. tea- 
tified to the arresting of the prisoners at Riverside 
on thé night of the 20th. He had conversat tons 
with the defendants. Haley had claimed that on 
Sunday night before the murder he slept in a 
barn in a La Grange with Close and Ernst. 
Monday nigat the three slept in Clark's barn. 
Tuesday he was around LaGrange and also up to 
Wesecrn Springs to see his wife. That nicht he 
slept in the ticket office at West Lyons. Wednes- 
day morning he went to work for Mr. Shotwell, at 
Kiverside; ate supper at 6 o'clock, then took a 
walk to Mr. Shotwell’s house, where ne took a 
scythe from his porch without leave. It was one 
that he had sent to town forin the morning. He 
went from there to West Lyons, through La- 
Grange. Hestarted from Riverside at abont 7 
o'clock. He got back to Riverside at about 11 
o'clock, and he and Close drank some buttermilk 
and then went to bed in the ‘* cabin,” oc- 
cupied by a German and his wife.

The decrease in the 
private debt of the country hag noi yet been 
computed, but the aggregate must be con- 
siderably larger than the sum stated above.

The arrival to-day in Chicago of President 
Haves, and the great procession of firemen 
from all parts of the country which is to 
form the opening feature of the Firemen's 
Tournament, together furnish an occasion 
of great public interest, as is shown by the 
presence in the city of crowds of visitors, 
while other thousands will arrive on the 
trains this morning. The capacity of Chi- 
cago to comfortably entertain a big multi- 
tude of strangers will be tested this week as 
it has never been before, and we think it can 
be safely promised that the visitors will have 
no reason to complain of the extent or char- 
acter of the accommodations provided. 


The failure of the Canadian people to 
build the banana railroad across the steppes 
of British America and over the snow-rifts 
of the Northern Rockies has so embittered 
the British Columbians that they sigh for the 
separation politically from Canadians which 
they now possess to so perfect a 
degree in a physical sense, and an implora- 
tion for speedy divorce from. their recreant 
fellow-provincials east of the great lakes has 
been laid before the English throne. It 
would seem that the recent costly visit of 
Lord Dorrxam to the Pacific coast had not 
cemented relations enough to get back ex- 
penses. 

The rates at which some of the printing 
contracts were yesterday awarded by the 
Commissioners of State Contracts are such 
as to raise the suspicion that the awards 
have not been made im good faith, and that 
in the end the State will be the loser and 
some favored contractor the gainer by a re- 
award at largely-increased rates. With an 
honest measurement composition cannot and 
ought not to be done as low as nine cents 
per 1,000 ems, and the State Commissioners 
know it, and it must follow either that the 
contract will be thrown ap and handed over 
to somebody else at a higher rate, or else 
that the contractor expects to make up the 
difference through favoritism in the meas- 
urement. The thing has a crooked look on 
the face of it. 


The Government of Quebec has been 
openly defied for a whole week by » railroad 
contractor, who, upon an alleged failure by 
the Government to pay him for his work 
upon the railroad in controversy, s#sumed 
the receipt of the income of the business 
transacted on that portion of the work 
which had been finished, and refused to 
turn over the property to the authorities 
+ by whom he had been empowered as con- 
tractor. Yesterday the military force of the 
Province was called upon, and the road was 
seized without a single Kanuck singing his 
death-song, although for a fortnight the feel- 
ing had been general that the testy con- 
tractor would wash out the culverts of his 
tramway with the gore of the oppressor ere 
he let go. 


It will be found as time passes and the 
need continues that there is almost no limit 
to the ways and means that will be adopted 
in Chicago for increasing our contributions 
to the yellow-fever relief fund. Yesterday 
a base-ball game between the Chicago and 
Boston Clubs, both of with donated their 
services, netted $681 for the fund, and 
various other projects are under way for 
combining amusement and charity so as 
to keep up Chicago’s end of the work. 
The Citizens’ Committee has now op 
hand the sum of $18,000 to be forwarded ac- 
cording as occasion shall require. It will all 
be needed, and much more, as there is no 


almost dead when the experiment was tried, 
but it is probably only in cases where life 1s 
utterly despaired of that physicians will be 
willing to try the treatment, for human life 
is a matter that even ductors don't like to 
treat expermentally.

It is believed that the actual extent of the 
prevalence of the yellow fever in New Or- 
leans bas never been made known, and that 
many thousands of cases of a mild type have 
not been reported to the health authorities. 
People in that city seem to have largely re- 
covered from he consternation which at 
first attended the appearance of the disease, 
and to have made up their minds to take 
things as they come, trusting to cool heads 
and unwearying vigilance and attention to 
alleviate the distress as far as possible. It 
happens fortunately that there is no lack of 
nurses to be employed at the moderate 
wages of $2 per day to take care of the suf- 
ferers. The pestilence has fallen far more 
heavily in proportion upon the smaller 
cities and towns, such as Memphis, Vicks- 
burg, Grenada, and Port Gibson. At the 
latter place there are 400 cases, While at 
Grenada there are but three of the original 
denizens who remained throughout that have 
escaped the fever up to this time. . 


THE CAMPAIGN IN THE SOUTH. 

The Congressional campaign in the South, 
so far as it has developed itself, is not with- 
out some signs of encouragement from the 
Republican point of view; that is, it may 
be possible, if the Republicans hold their 
owe in the North and recapture seats stolen 
from them, to save disiuicts enough in the 
South to overcome Democratic gerrymander- 
ing in the North. 

At the outset, however, it must be conced- 
ed that in at least four Southern States— 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama, and South 
Carolina—the Democratic delegations will be 
elected solid, as the Republican majority will 
be stamped out, if not by fair means, then 
by foul. To such an extent 1s this apparent 
that in the first three States the Republicans 
have made no nominations, and in South 
Carolina but two candidates have appeared, 
Rar in the First District and Swauus, the 
negro pilot, in the Fifth. Although the 
former saved the records of the last 
Congress from utter confusion by 
doing his duty in the midst of general 
inebriety, and was elected by over 
1,500 majority, there is little hope for him 
this time. In Smanzs’ case there is still less 
chance, as trumped-up criminal charges are 
already held over him as a menace to pre- 
vent him from running. In Arkansas the 
Mississippi plan has been adopted. The 
modus operandi in Phillips County will serve 
as a type of the method all through the 
State. In that county the Democrats had 
two problems before them to solve. The 
first of these was a Republican majority 
which, ever ‘since 1866, has averaged about 
2,000, and the second was the fact that the 
County Judge,who is a Republican, and under 
the law appoints judges of election, would 
not under any circumstance” put a Democrat- 
ic majority on the Board of Election Judges. 
They solved the problem, however, in a very 
simple way, by bringing two six-pounder 
guns from Memphis and forming an artillery 
company. Then they formed a rifle com- 
pany, and then a shot-gun company, and 
kept on organizing until eVery Democrat 
in the county wus under arms. Having 
done this, 8 committee of ‘‘ prominent 
citizens” waited upon the County Judge and 
notified him that the climate would not be 
healthy for him if he failed to appoint a 
strictly Democratic Board of Judges. If he 
refused to do it, then the militia can get in 
its work by suppressing the Republican vote. 
If he appoints a Democratic Board, the serv- 
ice of the militia will not be needed, since 
any Democratic Board of even ordinary in- 
dustry can with 1,000 voters get more bal- 
lots into a box than 3,000 voters can who are 
not Democratic. Ot course, under such cir- 
cumstances as these Phillips County will go 
Democratic, and the other Arkansas districts 
will be carried in a similar manner, We 
need not dilate upon Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, as no Hepublican votes will be cast in 
those two States, though botn of them have 
large Republican majorities, The * Plan’ 
originated in the former State, ahd was 
adopted by the lutter two years ago, and in 
each it works perfectly. ‘Lhe two States, 
by their patent process of destroy- 
ing Kepablhcan majorities, will re- 
turn fourteen Democratic members of 
Congress without any vote to speak of 
against them, except the few that may be 
cast by the Nationals, and here und there a 
scattering Independent, the’ Independent in 
those two States as a rule being more Demo- 
cratic than the reguiar nominee. In South 
Carolina, the campaign was opened a few 
weeks ago at Spartauburg. The speakers 
were all military men,--Gen. Hampton, Gen. 
Moise, Gen. Hagoop, Gen. Gary, and Capt. 
Ricnargpson. The audience was a military 
one also, ‘here were the Jenxrys Rifles, 
the Spartan Rifles, the Butter Cavalry, the 
Gorpow Kangers, the Evins Troop, and 
twelve other organization. These were not 
militia companies organized under the laws 
of the State, but armed Democratic clubs, 
the aggregate of which is known as the 
“ Red-Shirted Democracy.” The purpose of 
this erganization may be inferred from the 
declaration of the Charleston News and 
Courier, that if the negro does not vote 
with the Democratic party he must not vote 
at all,” and from a still later utterance, that 
if the Radicals should runs ticket, their 
meetings can be broken up or their leaders 
can be clapped into jail. 

While these four States may be considered 
hopelessly Democratic, under the shot-gun 
policy, there are other States that present 
some gleams of hope. In Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, and North Carolina the National 
Greenbackers in alliance with the Republic- 
ans and dissatisfied Democrats may make a 
break m the Bourbon ranks. In Tennessee, 
the Republicans will hold the Second (Tuorn- 
BURGH's) District and perhaps one other, and 
may possibly carry one or two in North Car- 
olina, and one in Louisiana, and have good 
prospects of capturing both the Florida dis- 
tricts in which Conover and Bunz are the 
Republican candidates. Nothing can be pre- 
dicted of Georgia, except that whatever of 
loss there may be will fall most heavily upon

In the Third, Fourth, and Fifth 
Districts the Democrats have held Conven- 
tions, and, failing to nominate after taking 
nearly 300 ballots, have adjourned to try it 
over, with the certain prospect that the 
regular nominee will have to meet some dis- 
appointed candidate as an Independent. 
With such scattered help as the Republicans 
may get in the South, and recapturing seats 
stolen in the last Congress which belong to 
them, there is good reason to hope that, 
with hard, earnest work, they may have a 
majority in the Forty-sixth Congress fo off. 
set against the certain Democratic majority 
in the Senate. 


OUR TRADE WITH MEXICO. 

During the present week the Ambassador 
from Mexico to the United States, Don Max- 
VEL DE ZamMacona, will visit Chicago, the guest 
of the Manufacturers’ ‘Association of the 
Northwest. He comes as the advocate of a 
larger, more direct, and more general trade 
between the United States and Mexico, and 
especially between Mexico and the North- 
western States, of which Chicago is the gen- 
eral centre. On Thursday evening the Asso- 
ciation will have a reception at Hershey 
Hall, at which there should be a fall attend- 
ance of business men, to greet Don Zamaco- 
Na, an accomplished and progressive states- 
man, engaged in a mission of such large and 
important interests. 

There is no more reason why Mexico 
should not carry on a trade with the United 
States than there is that Louisiana, or Texas, 
or California should start off and deal with 
European nations. Mexico is on our border. 
She is part of Republican America, and 
her destiny, as the home of a free and in- 
dustrious people, is closely connected with 
our own. The peculiarity of trade in Mexico 
is that itis not governed by ancient ties; 
the intercourse between Mexico and Spain is 
limited. The foreign trade of Mexico is 
carried on through English and German 
houses. We import largely from Mexico, 
and instead of paying therefor in American 
manufactures we pay for them in gold bills 
on London, where the money is expended in 
buying cotton and other manufactures which 
should have been purchased here. For the 
year 1877 our total imports from Mexico were 
about $15,000,000, of which $10,000,000 
was in silver and silver coin aud $5,000,000 
in merchandise, while our exports were only 
24,500,000. The total imports of merchan- 
dise into Mexico in 1876 was $28,500,000, 
and of her exports $25,500,000. Here are 
250,000,000 of commodities exchanged by 
Mexico with all parts of the worid, all of 
which trade might be carried on with th 
United States instead of being distributed 
among the States of Europe. Whatis true 
of Mexico is true of all Spanish America. 
The statement is made, we believe from ofll- 
cial facts, that the foreign trade of Spanish 
America—the West Indies, Mexico, Central 
America, and South American States—ex- 
ceeds $500,000,000 annually, and that of this 
sum only about one-fifth, and that princi- 
pally with Cuba, is done by the United 
States, 

Close, direct, and liberal trade relations 
with Mexico and the West India Islands and 
with Central and South America would secure 
to this country not only all this trade, but 
would add largely to its volume. Commer- 
cial relations on a broad, reciprocal basis 
would enable the manufacturers of the 
United States to sell their wares in Mexico 
in exchange for her silver, her dye-stuffs, 
barks, sugar, and hardwoods, thus not only 
enlarging our own market, but giving a fresh 
stimulant to the industry of Mexico. The 
annual export of Mexico, now only 823, 
000,000, could, under the encouragement of an 
exchange for American manufactures on lib- 
eral terms, be doubled or quadrupled, and, iu- 
stead of sending there, as we do now, less than 
55,000, 000 of our products, we could furnish 
that country with afull list of exchange 
commodities, to the mutual advantage of 
both countries, and to the promotion of the 
industry of both peoples, who would be 
brqught into closer and more amicable social 
and political relations. While allt this exten- 
sion of our trade, especially in manufactured 
goods, is true as regaris all the American 
States, it is especially true of Mexico. The; 
United States ars especially interested in 
having a stable and enterprising Govern- 
ment firmly established in Mexico. The 
most certain way to have such a result is to 
encourage industrial production in Mex- 
ico, When Mexican labor aud industry 
can annually add to the value and quantity 
of the surplus products to be sold, then the 
®eueral prosperity of the country will grow 
with vigor. ‘To secure this increase in Mex- 
ican industriai progress there must be a 
market in which Mexican silver, ma- 
hogany and barks, spices, jute, dye-stnffs, 
coffee, hides and skins, and sugar can be 
exchanged for cotton and woolen cloths, for 
petroleum and other oils, for machinery, for 
iron and steel, for glass and earthenware, can- 
dies, breadstufls, tools, fire-arms, leather, pa- 
per, provisions, seeds, soap, Inmber of all 
kinds, and all the variety of prodnet for which 
American ingentity is remarkable. | The 
visit of the Mexican Minister to this city is a 
striking illustration of the progressive 
virtue of commerce, Here, in the 
heart and centre of the great North- 
ern Republic, is the representative of the 
Mexican people, asking for an interchange 
of commodities, the establishment of a new 
and enlarged commerce, and with such com- 
merce the establishment of free, liberal, and 
friendly relations between the peoples of the 
two countries. The establishment of such 
trade with Mexico will be but the forernnner 
of like commercial relations with the West 
Indies, with Central America, with the en- 
lightened Empire of Brazil, with all South 
America, and eventually to the English- 
speaking States of the South Pacific. The 
merchants and manufacturers of the city 
should present themselves at Hershey [ail 
on Thursday evening and give to Von Zam- 
co the greeting which befits a represent- 
ative of a foreign nation visiting Chicago on 
such a friendly mission. 


Senator Conxkuiic’s letter to his next 
friend and admirer, Mr. Atonzo B. Cognex, 
is pervaded by a spirit of pa‘riotism and 
self-abnegation that is really refreshing and 
encouraging in these days of selfishness and 
mean ambition, and fills one with hopes 
for the future. People have been looking 
for “ the greatest effort of his life” for a long 
time, and hope so often deferred has made 
the public heart sick, and if this letter is not 
such an effort it certainly hab some character- 
istics that make us respect the great Senator 
more than we ever did before. Senator 
CongiixG has always been looked upon 
as a proud, imperious, dictatorial, haughty 
kind of a personage, who was too much 
inflated with his own importance to properly 
consider the rights of other people, and to 
fairly estimate the relations that existed be. 
tween himself and the other noble works of 


the Creator; but in this letter there isa 
streak of self-abasenent apd humiliation 
that does one good to read. The great Sen- 
ator seems to have fiken a look at himself 
in the glass, and thea went to his desk and 
wrote that Certaizly the time is fit for the 
Republicans of Nev York to come together 
in earnest harmony ignoring personal and 
minor issues, and joning heart and hand in 
one just and high purpose to preserve 
national security ind honesty, and to 
protect human righs.” Tur Tammo has 
repeatedly speared this idea at the Repub- 
licans of New York, jo-wit: That the inter- 
ests of the Republican party of the Empire 
State and of the aation at large were a 
trifle greater and of more consequence 
than the personal mtrrests of Senator Ros- 
cor CONKLING, and that it would be well oc- 
casioually to subordiaate Conxtine to the 
rest of mankind. ThoSenator and his friends 
have entertained the ppinion for a long time 
that they are the Republican party of the 
State, or at least that they are all there is of 
it worth preserving ard perpetuating ; but a 
very large number ot good and true men 
have not shared this cpinion with them, and 
now the Senator hunbly acknowledges the 
error incidentally himself. The simple truth 
is that Conxuine has been honored and pro- 
moted by his fellow-citizens far above his 
deserts; and against tho unity and success 
of the Republican party of New York he 
should not be allowed to have a feather’s 
weight any longer. The humble tone of this 
letter we like, because it looks as if he sees 
himself as others see him, and that he is 
willing to come down from his high horse. 


THE BANKRUPT LIFT. 

Yesterday we closed the list of applicants 
for relief uader the Bankrupt law, which law 
expired on the $lst of August. The list 
seems more formidable than it is in fact. 
The great majority, if not all of the appli- 
cants, June last have been persons 
whose insolvency has been of long standing, 
and whose formal petitions as bankrupts 
curry with them no significance. They 
merely make that of judicial record which 
has long been a well-known fact. 

Still the list is numerically formidable, and 
ou paper represents alurge nominal sum of 
debt and a small nominal sum of assets. 
The reason that such list is longer here than 
elsewhere is readily explained by recalling 
certain peculiar cirenmstances not existing 
elsewhere. Abont seven years ago this city 
was swept by fire, winch within twenty-four 
hours destroyed 8100,00, 000 of property 
over and above all salvage and collected in- 
surance. Under the impulses of the then 
delusive inflation of credit, Chicago was 
promp#y rebuilt,—the competition in the 
work of rebuilding—the haste to begin again 
on anew aud grander scale—leading to much 
extravagance in expenditure, and adding im- 
mensely to the cost of reconstruction. The 
cost of labor and materials was greatiy in- 
creased, and the syle of building as well as aron 
covered were unnecessarily exaggerated. 
The land we had, but we borrowed $100,- 
000,000 at high rates of interest to rebuild 
and restore the personal property destroyed. 
The city had progressed in this work of ex- 
penditure nearly two years when the panic 
of 1573 prostrated the whole business of the 
couutry, and fell with extraordinary severity 
upon Chicago. Real estate here, as 
estate all over the United States, became un- 
salable, and to that extent valueless. Build- 
ings erected at large cost were either not 
rented or rented at rates less than the taxes 
and mortgages. A result was that the inter- 
est on mortgages could not be paid. Hun- 
dreds of persons who, owning the land, hax 
borrowed money to erect the new buildings, or 
who had bought improved and unimproved 
property on specuiation, or who had bor- 
rowed money with which to buy stocks of 
goods, have been struggling and hoping ever 
since for that restoration of better times 
which has never come. During the year jus 
closed perhaps 1,200 persons thus sitnated 
have taken refuge in bankruptcy. Had it 
not been for the fire in 1871, or subsequent- 
ly the panic of 1873, Chicago, despite th 
general hard times, would not have suffered 
that distress and embarrassment which this 
long list of bankruptcies would seem to in- 
dicate. 

During the interval since the financial 
break in 1873 this city has enjoyed an al- 
most exceptional prosperity intrade. There 
bas been no retrogression, Annually there 
has been a large increase in the volume of 
trade and in the productions bought and 
sold, and, notwithstanding the great shrinkage 
in the prices of ull commodities, the aggre- 
gate value in cash of the business transac ed 
has exceeded each year that of the preceding 
year. Outside of those who, under the cir- 
cumstances we have described, were caught 
by the panic in 1873 in debt and burdened 
with anproductive and unavailable real es- 
tate, all others have generally prospered 
during the five years. Property now is 
wostly in solvent hands; these bank- 
ruptey proceedings will disentangle large 
amounts of property, and make it 
free for sale at real instead of in- 
fated. values; and a few years hence the 
effects of the fire and of the panic will be 
effaced, and the two calamities will be re- 
membered merely as historical events. 
Many, if not most, of the bapkrupts will take 
a fresh start, aud prosper. The vital springs 
of Chicago's life are untouched, and unim- 
paired. Individuals have been hurt, weak- 
eued, and some overwhelined, but the pros- 
perity of the city is uninjured; enterprise 
and industry continne as active as usual, 
and the ever-increasing volume of commerce 
that flows into and out from Chicago goes 
on unbroken and with enlarging vigor. 

The proceedings in baukruptey appealed 
to during the last week will settle many 
large and extensive estates, and will 
lease much real estate that is complicated 
and embarrassed. Nearly all the bank- 
ruptcies during the last month were pro- 
duced by real estate operations. Thus, 
where land was bought on speculation at 
fancy prices, and where land and buildings 
were mortgaged to cover 40 per cent of their 
value at the time. All this land has been 
unsalable, and the accumulated principal, in- 
terest, and taxes are far in excess of any im- 
mediately prospective price offering. Sur- 
rendering the land to the mortgagee would 
not release the debtor ; the mortgagee would 
not take the land in satisfaction of 
the mortgage, except when buying 
in the property at a nominal price; 
he would also take judgment for the balance 
against the mortgagor. Thus the debtor, 
losing the land and property, would find 
himself burdened with a jadgment at inter- 
est for the debt. These proceedings in 
bankruptcy will bring all these estates to a 
settlement. Mortgages will be foreclosed, 
and the property wiil pass to the mortgagees, 
and be for sale at prices something like real 
values. The applications for bankruptcy 
during the last week were mainly of persons 
embarrassed with property which the 
wortgagees would not take in satisfaction of 
tueir debts, but held subject to fore- 
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closure at any time. In nearly every 
case the insolvency of the applicant 
had long been known, and was traceable 
directly or indirectly to the fire and to the 
succeeding calamity of the panic. Hardly 
any of the cases were of a commercial char- 
acter; and it is supposed all of the 
speculative real estate rs have now 
closed their books. The regular, legitimate, 
and ordinary commerce of the city and of 
all its manufacturing enterprises are in no 
wise embarrassed, but are enjoying to-day a 
prosperity: and activity whieh know no 
faltering, no disturbance, no embarrassment, 
und fears no distress or bankruptcy. 


The position taken by France in the Mon- 
etary Conference was misrepresented to the 
people of this country by the reporter who 
prepared the cable dispatches to this coun- 
try. In the Paris correspondence of the 
London Times of Aug. 21 we find that Lzon 
Say made the important statement in the 
session of Aug. 20 that The policy of 
France was to await the moment when she 
could revert to the free mintage of silver. 
This, and not a gold standard, was her goal, 
and the Conference should recommend the 
various States to legislate so as not to inter- 
pose any obstacle to the free mintage of both 
metals. M. Sar's remarks were thus re- 


ported by the cable: 

Lron Say, French Minister of Finance, said the 
monetary question would reinaia too obscure for 
France to take sides sv long as Gerwany had a con- 
siderable stock of silver which she could throw 
upon the market of France. Me, however, ap- 
proved of the initiative having been taken by the 
United States. 

It will be seen that the reporter has been 
guilty of a gross falsification. Tue declara- 
tion made by the French Secretary of the 
Treasury was the most important brought 
out by the Conference. It proclaims that 
France, the most successful in finance of all 
the European nations, has the same views 
and the same purposes with regard to silver 
as this country has. The four millions of 
American readers of daily newspapers were 
made by this cable dispatch to believe the 
opposite of the truth. The reporter, who- 
ever he is, has committed a grave offense, — 
the gravest that-can be committed by a news- 
gatherer. The same system of falsifying the 
news in British interest was carried on over 
the cable during the recent war.

It is a shame, writes an esteemed corre - 
spondent, for vou newspaper men to occupy 
so much space as you do with that brainless

Our correspondent will 
observe that we daily devote a very large space 
to accounts of the yellow fever. not that we 
love it, but because it is raging; and so DENNIS 
KEARNBY is the Yellow Jack of the social fever 
for which we are trving to invent or discover a 
specific. There is stili another polut in the case 
that we beg our correspondent not to lose sight 
of. It is this: Dennts Kearney has done 
more to bring his side of the question into dis- 
repute than any other ten men that have vet 
turned up in the discussion. His profanity, 
vulgarity, and ignorance bave disgusted the 
workingmen everywhere, and be is being gen- 
erally repudiated and ignored by the repectable, 
thinking, inteiligent portiono{them. KraRNET 
is an ulcer that must be kept running, and Taz 
Tulnus s laucet comes in play occasionally.

CUSTOMS. 


Session of the Sub-Committee of Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives 
at New York. 

Special Dispaich ta The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 2.—Three members of the 
Sub-Committee of the Committee on Ways and 
Means of the House of Representatives, ap- 
pointed to investigate the customs system as 
illustrated by the workings of the New York 
Collection District, and endeavor to make recom- 
mendations for its simplification, met bere this 
afternoon. Those present were Fernando 
Wood, Chairman; Gen. Banks, of Massachusetts: 
and Gen. Randall Gibson, of Louisiana. It is 
expected that Gen. Gartieid, of Ohio, and Judge 
Phelps, of Connecticut, will be in attendance 
some time this week. The other members are 
J. Randolph Tucker, of Virgmia, and 
Henry B. Harris, of Georgia. Mr. Wood 
says every member is a candidate ſor re-eice- 
tion, and actively engaged in making a personal 
canvass of his district, which will account for 
the small attendance. In his opinion the pres- 
ent cost of collecting the revenue is double 
what it ought to be, to say nothing 
of the extra pense to merchants, and the 
force of clerks employed is twice too large for 
the Work. He hopes to find some means of so 
simplifying the Customs machinery as to be 
able to reduce both toa more just proportion.

THE NEXT PANIC. 

It has been the fashion of business men and their 
friends m the press to announce every fall aud 
spring since 1873 that the panic was over, the 
Worst was past, and trode was certainly on the 
mend. It u one of the most hopeful sym) ioms of 
the season now opening that these cxtravagaut 
pretensions are not repeated. The business com- 
Wunity have settled duwn to a sober and sensibie 
ew Of tu-day and to-norrow. Tuc prospects tur 
the future are looked at calmly, and the condition 
@1 the present is not misrepresented. People talk, 
Ot least, as if tucy believed there waano money to 
be made by deceiving themseives. The fall trade 
of Chicago has openeti early this year. Purchases 
are carefully made. In fact, they are light. but 
the aren of the country from which they come has 
grown during the year, and the total of transactions 
is fomewhat in cacess ot that at this time last year. 
The bank ciearings of this city show a gain over 
nil the losses through lower vrices and tessened 
@peculation. The yellow fever hurts the business 
of Uhiceyvo to seme extent, out mach less than 
that of St. Louis and Cincinnati. The trade con- 
hectione of those cities are largely by water; those 
ot Chicage almost entirely by rail. The opening 
Of the Inter-State Kxpusition here will help the 
retail trade of the city. Ide pamic of 1873 vegan 
with the failure of Jay Cooke & Co., aud may be 
fairly believed to have neared its end in the 

vast anlioading of mdeDtedness that went on 
daring the last daye of the Bankrupt 
law. We have before usa period of conservatve 
business growth and prosperity, during wuich it 
Willi be fashionable to be economical in living and 
prudent in operations. !'rofts wiil accumulate, 
and will overflow from the places where they are 
made into other investments. There Will be can- 
tiously chosen at first, but the ‘attractions of new 
investments will grow. if the history ot the past 
ia any guide to the future, capital will go frum in- 
vestments to speculation, and the cconvuay of to- 
day by producing prosperity will be a prime ſactor 
in the making of the next panic. 
“TRADE IN NEW YORK. 

The New York yibune says that much confi- 
dence is expressed by the merchants in a general 
improvement in the different branches of trade this 
fall. Tpe large crops, increased foreign trade, the 
settlement of public lands, and a general belief 
that the period of depression is nearly ended, ure 
Rien as reasons. for bopefulness. A very large 
trade, however, is not anticipated. New York 
hotels are filled with guests, many of whom are 
Western and Southern buyers. The New York 
Daily Bulletin has been canvassing the business 
men of its city. The outlook in the dry-guvods 
market is found very encouraging, but ** merchants 
have been eubjected to disappointment in so niany 
successive seasons since the panic of 1873 that, 
while perfectly willing to give all proper informa- 
tion about the fall trade, so far as it has pro- 
gressed, they are very careful about expressing 
opinions in regard to the future. The pack 
age trade in domestic goods opened as 
early as July, during which month the 
gales of some of the leading commission 
houses were, in money value, 40 to 50 ver cent 
more than those of July, 1877. There has been 
av unusually large distribution of cotton goods, 
prints, flannels, hosiery, dress goods, ginghame, 
aud many other autumn fabrics by the package- 
houses to interior jobbers, most of whom forward- 
ed their purchases by water, in order to secure, 
cheap rates of transportation. The metal —— 
seems to be an exception to the general steadiness 
and improvement. There is an absence of buyers 
of pig-iron for future delivery. Supplies are large, 
and the prospects of profit are not pleasing. The 
pig tin and copper markets are about in the 
same condition as the pig-iron market. The wool 
trade, too, does not show so much general anima- 
tion as in the last fall season. 

IN CINCINNATI. 

The Cincinnati Commercial nas had tnterviews 
With business men representing nearly all the im- 
portant commercial and business interests of the 
city. The eadetance of these opinions is that the 
prospects of business are better than in any year 
since the pamec of 1873. The prevalence of yei- 
low fever in the cities of the Southwest will have 
a depressing effect, though confined to those trades 
and industries that enter largely into Southern 
commerce. This, however, is cegarded as tempo- 
rary, With the return of cold weather the pesti- 
Jence will be checked, and business resume :ts 
normal condition, with every prospect of improve- 
ment. It is the opinion of these merchants and 
business men that the expiration of the Bankrupt 
law will have the good effect of restoring conti- 
dence, which is always an important factor in esti- 
mating the business prospects of the community. 
Given confidence, enterprise renews its activity, 
capital comes out of its retirement, and society 
feels the reviving influence from top to bottom. 
The business men of Cincinnati believe tna} the 
work of resumption should go on, as the bill has 
been paid, and to go back now would be throwing 
money away. 

AT PHILADELPHIA. 
The Philadelphia Jnquirer of Aug. 31 says: 


To-day the week, the month, and the summer 
season come to an end together. The month has 
been a very important one in the current history 
of commerce, and there is good peason to believe 
that it will be regarded hereafter as the harbinger 
of a new and mere prosperous era. During the 
month there was a very decided revival! in mer- 
chandising, the dry-goode business especially 
Springing into unwonted activity. The sudden 

* access of trade came quite unexpectedly, —fully 
two weeks earlier than usua!,—and o°casioneda stir 
and animated bustle in mercantile circies not here- 
tofore witnessed since 1873. 

IN TEXAG 

The coastwise steamers running to Texas have 
heavy treights, and the quantity of merchandise 
Foing to the interior of that State 1s largely in ex- 
cess of previous seasons. The Galveston News, 
Aug. 29, says:

Tbe Board of Trade adjourned vesterday to per-, 


mit its members to attend in the afternvon on‘a game 
of base-vall played for the benefit of the vellow- 
fever sufferers.

The teading produce markets were rather quiet 
yesterday, and wenerally steady, though some ef 
them were easier. logs and provisions were 
tame, and the principal cereals yielded slightly to 
the pressure of iarge receipts, except barley, 
which was stronger, and rye unchanged. It was 
the first business day of the month. but not marked 
by heavy murning deliveries, hence there was little 
pressing on the market desides the current receipts.

There was a very free movement in domestic dry 
goods. Orders were numerous and liberal, and the 
aggregate of ales was large for the opening day of 
ihe week. Prices continue very firm al) around. 
Groceries met with a good general demand, and 
were again quoted firm. Sugars were strong, wiih 
u tendency to co higher. Coffees also were buoy- 
ant. Inthe butter and cheese markets there was 
little change, the former continuing active and 
firm, and the latter quiet and unsettied. Dried 
fruits were in fair requestat weil-sustained prices, 
excepling prunes, which were of dane. There 
Were no important changes in the bagying, leather, 
and tobacco markets. Fish were quiet, with 
prices anchanged, except for salmon, in which 
there was a further decline of 50c per bil. 
were fairly active and generally firm. No chauges 
were noted in the coal and wood markets. 

The lumber yard-dealersa reported a fair trade at 
the ruling prices. The published price-list is some- 
times shaded, but the market is assuminga stronger 
tune. ne sales of cargoes were small, the offer- 
ings weilng fight, and no important changes in 
prices were pointed out.

Mr. Macdonald, of the Edinbure Scotsman, vis- 
ited last year the decf-producing States of the 
Union and investigated the whole subject of bee!- 
culture, quality of stock, method and cost of 
transportation, and probable effect upon the Scotch 
gtowers of the ‘competition of Americans.

In such States as ii!inols, Kentucky, Indiana, and 
Cue there are agreat many more beef cattle than l 
cipected there really were chat would rank smong the 
Average of Scotch cross sieers, but in those large West- 
tro herds rererred to by the writer quoted (a Nebraska 
Biuck-farmer), nota pound of beef is raised that could 
ve placed on an equality with an average pound of 
Sete of Kngtish beef; there is not one animal jin every 

(invusand that could be classed amongst even a Fecond- 
rate Scotch herd. It is fully recognized by all actually 
vugaged if the trade, and by many others who think 
vVer che matter carefully and impatially. that nothing 
bul che best quality of American bee! Ww jl ever meet 
with even ressonabie tavor ia pritata. or really pay for 
exportation. My firm impressivn is that, until both the 
class of Cattle and the mode of their treatment fs 
grcutiy improved, the Britten markets will never be 
diatur ved by che ordinary beef vf America, but that 
ihe best quality of American beef—that of all graded 
or improved cattle—wili be poured in upon us, and will 

und a moderately ready market ac @ certain price.

OUR WHEAT EXPORTS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. . 

Cricaeo, Sept. 2. — In the commercial columns 
of to-day's Tripune I find a letter from W. P. Me- 
Laren & Co., and from which i make the follow- 
mg extract, VIZ. : 

The suppty of wheat in sight bas again increase, and 
this being the last day of the cereal year it may be as 
we.l to mention that between Sept. 1, 1877. avd Aug. 
41, en, the Uutted States has exported to Europe valy 
about 73,000,000 bu of wheat. which, although form- 
ing u larger proportion of European supplies thaa iu 
furmer years, is yet vousiderabiy beneath the estimat- 
ed available export surulus in 4 crop valued at 428. 
Go bu. It would em io follow either that the 
available surplus bad beeu exaggerated, or cise chat 
the consumption of wheat to this vountry is oecomiag 
far greater than statisticians had supposed. 


The gist of Mesers. McLaren & Co.'s argument 
je that the available surplus for exportation last 
vear was exagyerated, and their inierenee is that 
the exportable surplus this year has aiso deen 
overestimated, Let ae see how this wil) dear in- 
vestigation. 

T have two quarterly reports of the United States 
Bureau of Statistica, for the „ montus from Oct. 
1, 1877. to March 31, 1878, which give une follow- 
ing amounts of wheat and wheat tour exported 
from all the porte of the United States between 
those dates, as follows:

Unfortunately the reporte of the United States 
Bureau of Statistics are so slow ip coming ont that 
we have no authoritative official statistics later than 
March 31, 1878. and the next best thing we can do 
ie to take the reports as given by the New York 
Produce Exchange Weekly from the foar princi pai 
Atlantic United States ports. viz New York. 
Boston, Pbiladelpnia, and Baltimore, and Mon- 
weal For the four months and seventeen days, 
from March 31. 1878. to Aug. 17, 1878. these are 
tated at 3 total of 36,734, 320 bushels, inciading 
four at five bushels to the barrel. But aow to 
make the year correspond to the one stated by 
Messrs. McLaren & Co., we must have the approx- 
imate exports for the month of September, 1877. 
The total of wheat and four exports from the four 
United States ports and Montreal from Sept. 1.

The first item in the above includes six days of 
October, which ie gan included nm the éecond 
item. This would probably make the amount 
2, 000, 000 bushels excessive for the time stated. 
Bat it will be seen that the exports from Ang. 17 
to Sept. 1. 1878. must de added, which would ag- 
gregate probably 6. 000, 000 bushels. Thus the 
total exports would be just about 100, 000, 000 
bushels for the year. But tt must still be taken 
into account that for six months of the above year 
only the exports from the four United States ports 
and Montreal are.givep. Now, the exports from 
Montreal are not equal to the total from Cahfor: 
nia, Oregon, and all other American ports (except 
the four Atiantic ports), Therefore, we must add 
at least 5. 000, 000 bushels for this deficiency This 
would make the total egports of wheat and flour in 
the vear trom Sept. 1, 1877, to Sept. |, 1878. just 
about 105,000,000 bushels of wheat. Messrs. 
McLaren & Co., are just about 30,000,000 bush- 
eis out of the way in their estimate. 

As far as the exportable surplus out of the pres- 
eut crop is concerned, if is knuwn that the increase 
of acreage this year was near 5. 000. 000 acres, 
viz.: 4. 500, 000 reported by the Agricultural 
Bureau up to the Ist of June, and at least 500, 000 
acres more in Caltfornis and other States which 
was not included in the June report. The increased 
vield per acre of winter wheat this year will more 
than offset the damage to the spring wheat, so that 
we can surely calculate on an exportable surplus at 
least 75, 000, 000 bushels greater (han lust year.

OFFICIAL REPORT, 

Wasuareton, D. C., Sept. 2.—The condition 
of oats, as shown | by the August returns to the 
Agricultural Department, is represented by 
100. Average of Juby, 101. The crop suffered 
from extreme beat and other unfavorable in- 
fluenecs of July. All the Atlantic States north 
of South Carolina, exeept Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, show a decline, especially marked 
in Delaware, where the average is but 70, against 
108 in July. The growth of the plant in some 
counties waa stinted br Giought, and caused 
rust by excessive rain in others. The 
crop ran to staw. and = the ~ heads 
flied poorly. South Carolina, Georgia. 
and Florida show ah improvement. Winter 
sowing has given increased Viality to the crop. 
Alabama, Mississippi, and Arkausas show a de- 
cline. Louisiana and Tennessee raised their 

standard. West Virginia and Kentucky fall off 
irom their previous bigh fgures, Of the States 
north of the Ohio River, Ohio, Michigan, and 
Missouri show an improvement. All others re- 
porta decline, also California. The crop en- 
joyed various conditions of growth in the Mis- 
sissippi Kalley and the Pacitie coast. The ex- 
treme range of variation is between 70 in Dela- 
ware and 113 in Tennessee. Most States ranged 
between 105 and 95.

Bank en- 
tered up a judgment agaist Philip Goldman, the 
well-known shoe matufacturer at No. 80 
Wabash avenue. The judgment coming so 
soon after the Bankrupt law went 
out of existence attracted some attention. 
This interest was rathe fartber enhanced when 
another judgment for $10,000 was entered up 
against the same genttenan in favor of Nelse Mor- 
ris. Then caine anothei for $7,000 in favor of the 
National Bank of IIlinon. How this all came to 
be was the next questios, and a TRIBUNE reporter 
was detailed to work upfbe matter, Saturday last 
Mr. Goldman sold out hb business to his brother- 
in-law, Henry Metz, aid this probably pvrecipi- 
tated the matter, since a Deputy Sheriff yesterday 
afternoon quietly took possession of the stock 
the judgment Wf the First Nationa! 
Bank. Last evening a Tripune reporter called 
upon Mr. Goldman at his residence. No. 1320 
Prairie avenue. The geitleman was found quietly 
ruminating upon his doir-step. He said in reply 
to the interogatory of the reporter: 

»The less said about tis thing the better.“ His 
answers to questions wer very unsatisfactory. He 
did not know the amountof his assets, - could not 
approximate them, and zad no idea as to his lia- 
dilittes. As he had no pirtner, he hadhad no time 
to figure them up. Thiswas not all reassuring, 
Mr. Goldman stated thafiis credit began to wane 
when Greenebaum Brotlers in New York went 
down. Then one of his ſotes went to protest, and 
the report became curren that he was a $200, 000 
indorser upon their papey He had indorsed Henry 
tireenebaum's paper for 90, 000 and had $10, 000 in 
the German National Baik, which he lost. He 
owes the National Bank 4 Illinois $5, 000. which is 
secured, due Sept. 6. and§2, 000—a judgment-note 
— ue the 5th inst., whi@is not secured. It was 
the threat of the Notunal Bank of IIlinois to 
enter up judgment Whia caused the First Nation- 
al Bank to take the sep it did. Nelse Morris’ 
$10,000 is not secured The $6,000 owing the 
First National is secwed. Last Saturday, Mr. 
Goldman says, he cid out to responsible 
parties from the entral part of the 
State. This is his brother-in-law, 
though he dechned to gay so, who has begun a 
suit in replevin to recové the stock, which is val- 
ued at 819.000. Mr. aman said that he nad 
been in the shoe busities twenty years, ten of 
them in Caicago, He mplored from 180 to 200 
men, and they were all id up to Saturday night.

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CORPORATIONS, 

THE SUB-COMMITIER OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
EQUALIZATION, 
appointed to look after the capital stock of cor- 
porations in Cook County, began its sessions yes- 
terday at No. 88 Washington street. The Com- 
mittee is composed of Mesers. C. C. Campbell, of 
Kankakee; H. A. Ainsworth, of Rock Island Coun- 
ty; and Fred Sunkel, of St. Clair County. The 
object of the Committee's visit, more epecificaliy 
stated, is to see that ali the corporations in this 
county, incorporated under the State laws, which 
have not already made returns through the various 
Assessors to the Auditor, shall do so at once; and 
in case of refusal or neglect to make returns they 
are liable to be assessed on the supposition that 
their capital stock is worth not leas than par. 
Yesterday's work onthe part of the Committee 
Was. of course, preliminary. The members met 
informally in the morning and were waited on by 
representatives of tne Taxpayers’ Association of 
the Town of Lake, who left with the Committee 
the same complaint which they deposited a few 
days ago with the County Board of Equalization. 
The only portion of the complamt that can be 
reviewed by the Committee is that which charges 
that the assessment on the capital stock 
of the Stock-Yaras Company is jneufii- 
cient, and this charge the gentlemen 
from Lake promised to substantiate at another 
time. Severul anonymous letters, and one signed 
by a man named John Wilson., nave also been re- 
ceived, all of which siarply reiterate the same 
general charge in reference to the Stock- Yards 
Company. The Committee will endeavor to get 
all the licht it can om the subject, and report what- 
ever recommendation it has to mate to the State 
Board. Notices were sent out yesterday afternoon 
to such corporations as had not made returns, ad- 
vising them to do their duty, and informing them 
of woat they might expect, as stated above, in 
case they didn’t, This was about all that the Com- 
mittee could or did do yesterday, and it accordingly 
adjourned after having accomplished this prelim- 
inary work until thie morning. It is quite poss- 
ble that little will be done to-day, except to meet. 
and adjourn, inasmuch as the delinquent corpora- 
tions will not be apt to receive their notices very 
early in the day, and there are to be atiractions in 
Chicago which even a eu-committee of the State 
Board of Equalization connot withstand. Begin- 
ning with Wednesday, however. the Committee

a. m. toS p. m., barring on hour's intermission 
for lunch. 


MONTANA CATTLE. 
A SUCCESSFUL BXPERIMENT. 

At the Stock-Yards yesterday were to be seen 
four yards of nice, contented-looking beeves, 
around which were scattered a number of conaois- 
seurs in cattle, some seated on horses, and more 
on fences. Tue cattle were a lot of sixteen car 
loads which arrived from Bismarck, D. T., over 
the Northern Pacific Road, and were under the im- 
mediate charge of Mr. George Brown, in whose 
hands they had been placed for sale by the person 
in charge, Mr. Frank Smith. As thé shipment of 
cattle from so remote a region was somewhat of a 
novelty, a reporter obtained from Mr. Brown some 
facts concerning them. The lot, he said, 
came originally from Montana, to When 
Territory a number of Kentucky-bred cattle were 
taken several yearsago. They grazed in the north- 
western part of the ‘lerritory, along the line of the 
beton River, ana have, by natural causes, vasily 
increased in numbers. The present shipment was 
tue first of any magnitude that haa been made, but 
it was doubtless the opening of what would soon 
prove to be an immense trade. The cattle. as be- 
fore stated, came over the Northern Pacific Road 
from Bismarck, baving been shipved to the latter 
place down the Missouri, and they were transport- 
ea in cars much superior to those generally used 
for the transportation of live stock, and in conse- 
quence were in exira good condition on reaching 
Chicago, looking about as well as others which 
were sent here from points only two or three hun- 
dred miles distant. In regard to their 
quality Mr. Brown said that these 
Montana caitle were of about the same grade a3 
what are known atthe vards as natives, up to 
the age of 4 years, but after that were inclined 
to become a little leggy, and what etock-dealers 
call ‘*oxy.” Tuts slighi deviation from the ways 
of ordinary native cattle is not caused by any lack 
of breeding, but is the result of their running 
wiid from birth. They are not at all like lexans, 
however, having nothing of the wildness and gaunt 
appearance that characterize that breed. Two 
years ago some of these cattle were broaght to 
Chicago and fed at Shuafeidt’s distillery, and in the 
soring came out in better shape tnan an averaze lot 
of **natives’ would have done. Ip regard to 
price, Mr. Brown thougut that the present lot 
would bring as much as any grass-fed cattle.

LINCOLN PARK POLICE. 
ALLEGED MISCONDUCT OF ONE OF THE FORCE. 

Instances wherein the police exceed their author- 
ity in the matter of making arrests happen not un- 
frequently, and occasioually there comes to the 
light a case of so aggravated a character that a fail- 
ure to mention it would be inexcusable. Such a 
case. if the statements made are true, came up 
yesterday morning before Justice Kaufmann. 
Saturday a party of gentlemen with their families 
were picnicking at Lincoln Park. The 12-year-old 
son of one of the party hired a boat of the keeper 
of the boat-house, and, not returning it promptly 
at the expiration of the half-bour (the time-keeper 
having neglected to call him), he was asked to 
pay an additional 50 cents. As he declined 
to do this, one of the park police 
Allen De Shon—was called, and that officer, 
after insulting the parents of the boy. took the iad 
to the Webster Avenue Station, and caused him to 
be locked up on the charge of disorderly. After 
listening to De Shon's story, during the recital of 
which that officer was sharply questioned by Col. 
Ricaby, defendant’s counsel, Justice Kaufmann 
promptly discharged the lad. Then,in a few com- 
pact sentences, he severely reprimanded De Shon, 
denoancing the arrest as an outrage, and plainiy 
intimating that, were he the father of the boy, he 
would have the offending officer properly punished. 
The aggrieved party has determined to test in the 
courts the question whether a law-abiding and 
tax-paying citizen has any rights which a Lincoln 
Park policeman can be made to respect. 

A reporter of Tue Trievne called on Park-Com- 
missioner Winston 2288 afternoon, and pre- 
sented the facts of the case to him, and as«xed 
upon what authority the park police acted, and 
whether the Commissioners justified the outrage 
as above set fortu. In answer tne gentleman said 
that was the first information he had had about the 
occurrence, . ‘i‘he park policeacted, or should act, 
under the authority given by the State statutes, and 
it was their duty to preserve order m the 
parks and make arrests for violations of 
the law. He said it was notorious that Justice 
Kaufwann uniformly decided against the Lincoln 
Park potice in the cases brought before him, but if, 
upon investigation, the circumstadces of the out- 
rage were found to be as related in tae foregoing, 
the Board would promptly vunieh.the offending 
officer. In such cases it was customary for the in- 
jured persona, or some citizen, to lodge complaint 
against the offender, and the Board would investi- 
gate the matter and render judgment in accordance 
with the facts presented. However, it was prov- 
able that, upon the publication of the occurrence. 
the Commissioners would take cognizance of it 
and cause the dismiesal of the oilicer, who, he 
said, was a brother of Sergt. De Shon, who has 
charge of the Lincoln Park police.

Robert Emmet, 
Lord Edward Fitzgerald. Henry Grattan, Henry 
Flood. John Philpott Carran, John Martin, and 
other illustrious Irish Nationalists were, non-Cath- 
olies, but they were not Orangemen.
